And whereas, copies of the said notification were made 
available to the public on the 24th July, 1992, And whereas, 
the objections and suggestions received have been considered. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tions 12,27,64, sub-section (14) of the section 88 and section 
110 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (59 of 1988), the Cen¬ 
tral Government hereby makes the following rules, namely ;
